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MINUTES OF THE ELONGATED COLLECTORS ANNUAL MEETING 8-22-75 

The ninth annual meeting of The Elongated Collectors was held 
August 22, 1875 in the Dallas Room of the Marriott Hotel in Los 
Angeles, California. 

The meeting was called to order hy President Sally Kirka at 
2:00 P.M. Other officers attending the meeting were Secretary Al 
Kirka and members of the Board of Governors present were Harold 
Anderson and Ruby Threlkeld. There were about a hundred and fifty 
members and guests attending the meeting by the time the meeting 
was concluded. 

A motion was made and seconded to dispense with the reading of 
the minutes of the eighth annual meeting in Bal Harbour, Florida as 
they were published in TEC NEWS. The secretary then read the minutes 
of the Board of Governors annual board meeting. It was all approved 
by the members. 

In the absence of the treasurer, the secretary read the treas¬ 
urers report. A motion was made and seconded to accept the treas¬ 
urers report as read. 

President Sally Kirka asked for a discussion on anything that 
members would like to bring up about elongated coins. This got a 
little out of hand when members started to advertise just about 
everything they had for sale. President Sally Kirka announced that 
next year, only subjects pertaining to elongated coins should be 
brought up. 

President Sally Kirka then presented some of the awards. The 
Presidends Award to the member who had helped the president the most 
was presented to Lloyd E. Wagaman, past president and board member. 
The president then told the members of all the things Lloyd has done 
and donated to TEC. Many members never knew of this. He not only 
donated the TEC Promotional elongated coin free to all members who 
earned it but never sent a bill for all the postage used for the 

last four years and I know this would amount to quite an amount. 

He also engraved and rolled the big special Merit Award coin without 
cost to TEC. Lloyd also did an outstanding job as award chairman. 
When ever he was asked to do something by the president he was al¬ 
ways willing to help even though he himself was a very busy man. He 

also gave to members, free of charge a supplement to his book. No 
other person was more deserving than Lloyd E. Wagaman. We all thank 
you Lloyd. 

Next President Sally Kirka presented (at her own expense)smaller 
Awards of Appreciation to four other members who have been of help 
to her throughout the year. These awards went to Al Kirka for his 

outstanding help, to Chester Grabowski for his work in helping the 

president when called upon when Al was in the hospital to get the 

TEC NEWS out. To Ruby Threlkeld for the outstanding job she has 

done as Historian on the TEC history book and the TEC Archives. We 
now have a history book and many coins in our TEC Archives that we 
can all be proud of.

These members all deserved 
a small token of appreciation the president said. 

Ruby Threlkeld then presented Sally and Al Kirka a plaque for 
the best elongated coin rolled in the past year which was the St. 
Therese coin. Mrs. Threlkeld also presented another plaque of appre¬ 
ciation to the president which the president was greatful to receive.

The most surprised person to receive an award was Charles 
Strickland who received the "Henry W. Blaha Memorial Award" for the 
best elongated coin exhibit at the convention. His exhibit really 
was outstanding and its title was, "Salute to America, Past and 
Present on Elongated Coins." 

Then A1 Kirka presented the president with a large hand carved 
wooden elongated coin made by Joe Rakaskas of Patterson, N.J. It 
told a story of President Sally Kirka on one side, by having painted 
on clubs, dates and conventions she has been to, on the other side 
was carved a 1974 Lincoln cent. All Mrs. Kirka could say was, "Beau¬ 
tiful and I'm very proud of it.

Not so much for 
the fact that they are receiving an 
elongated half dollar which will def- 
inately be a rarity coin in any col¬ 
lection but mostly for the fact that 
it is from the hard work and time do¬ 
nated by these good people that we 
have a TEC to enjoy. TEC has been a 
most successful club but success isn't something that just happens. 
It takes a lot of interest and hard work and when the workers slack 
off much hard gained ground can be lost. Its like being on a redu¬ 
cing diet. Its a tough job to lose that weight but just ease off on 
the diet and see how easy the problem returns. 

All ten of the recipients received unanimous approval of the 
Board of Governors to be presented the 1974 Merit Award. It was the 
belief of the award committee and the board that all have been out¬ 
standing workers and are most worthy of the award. 

For a word about the award coin itself. The engraving is rather 
crude and truthfully I should have started on it much sooner than I 
did.

I believe the re-engraved version will 
be much nicer than the original and is an award that will be well 
worth working for. 

There were 11 of these award coins rolled. One for each of the 
10 voted recipients and 1 for the TEC Archives. The coins are not 
serial numbered but each of the 11 pieces have the recipients name 
engraved on them which verifies the count. There are no unengraved 
coins. I would like to add that we are grateful to Gordon Greene, 
owner of Galaxie Designs of Anaheim, Calif., for the engraving of 
recipients names on the coins.

LOS ANGELES CONVENTION REPORT by Sally Kirka TEC #16 

Manchester, Conn. 

Friday, August 15th

IHDEX CARDS BRIGHTEN DISPLAY by Jack Wilcox TEC #332 

North Brunswick, N.J. 

Our coin club held a display night at our June 
meeting. Naturally my display had to be elongated 
coins. I used 17 elongated coins, two dies, two rough 
hand drawn sketches, one artists sketch and the letter 
heads from L.P. Engravers and Cee Ceven Elongates. I 
arranged this, using the unlined side of four large 
and three small Index cards, which really brightened 
up my display case. The large cards read as follows: 

(1) Making your own personal elongated coin can be fun! The cost 
runs roughly $65.00 for 200 pennies. A working design can be 
had with a little experimenting. The engraving company does the 
finished artwork and only requires your ideas, they are glad to 
help you. Keep your lettering at a minimum, the finished die 
is small. Practice making large designs, then reduce the size 
to compare. Try it, you may like it. Our 1975 Christmas Per¬ 
sonal coin is on order from Cee Ceven Elongates. 

(2) 1971 Christmas personal elongated coins. Engraving die by Cee 
Ceven Elongates. Pour piece set, one hand painted, one on lo¬ 
cal token, Paulus Dairy.(unique) Six elongated coins shown. 

(3) 1973 Christmas Personal Elongated coin. Engraving die by L.P. 
Engravers. Five piece set, one hand painted. Six elongated 
coins shown. 

(4) 1974 Christmas personal elongated coin. Engraving die by Cee 
Ceven Elongates. Pour piecw set. Pour elongates shown. 

Small cards read as follows: 

(1) My design for the 1975 State Convention N.J. Letter Carriers, 
Atlantic City, N.J. Engraving die by L.P. Engravers. 201, 1975D 
pennies rolled. Elongated coin shown. 

(2) Canceled die for 1971 elongated coin by Cee Ceven. (Die Shown). 

(3) Uncanceled die for 1974 elongated coin by Cee Ceven (Die Shown) 
Next I used the artist sketch for our 1974 coin and also Peg's 

rough drawings to show how the engravers do the important work. I 
also included rough drawings for my 1973 "Jack the Mailman" personal 
elongated coin, showing how I used the rubber stamp figure for my 
idea. Made large and final size sketches for comparisons. 

With only four different designs and a total of 17 elongated 
coins, my display won first prize. I believe the white Index cards 
did the trick.

He also had three rolled on 
5 agorot of Israel. Saul kept one for himself, gave one to Dottie 
Dow and the third one he gave to the President of A.I.N.A. There 
were also 25 pieces rolled in which the Menoch and oil lamp were 
silver plated. He didn't tell me who these were for, but I think he 
gave them out to the members of the club. As far as he knows these 
are the only coins made of this design.
